The Cabinet yesterday made a gesture of goodwill to the 
bereaved next-of-kin of the victims of last Wednesday's Libyan plane 
disaster and decided it was ready to give them ex-gratia payments, 


decision, coming after De- 
fence Minister Moshe Dayan’s per- 
sonal opinion at a press conference 
on Saturday that payment of com- 
pensation to victims’ families was 
not called for, represents some- 

of a bow in the direction of 
world opinion, since ex-grafie pay- 
ments express goodwili without 
conveying a commitment. 

The idea, raised by Mapam 
Health Minister Victor Shemtov, 
was readily accepted. Nb payments 
are envisaged on account of the 
plane. 

The Government advisedly did 
not promise “compensation” or 
“reparations,” since these would 
have signified the measure of Is- 
rae responsibility for the air di- 
saster — Mr. Dayan hed earlier at- 
tributed the crash to three elements 
of error. 

The ez-gratic payments, which 
stemmed from what the Cabinet 
called “humanitarian considera- 
tions,” were approved in principle, 
without the Government entering 
into the sums involved and the man- 
ner of their allocation. One Minis-~ 
ter's request to fix an overall’ sum 
forthwith was not taken seriously. 

The Cabinet “took note of" Chief

| Meshel plan accepted

TEL AVIV. — Today's threatened 
strike by the country’s 30,000 engi- 
neers and technicians has been post- 
poned indefinitely: their union lead- 
ers yesterday accepted a new wage 
seale proposed by the Deputy Sec- 
retary-General of the Histadrut, 
Yeruham Meshel. 

But the union leaders stressed 
they were not cancelling the strike 
threat, since there was still several 
points — apart from wages — to 
be settled with the Civil Service 
Commission. 

Mr. Meshel’s proposal—which still 
requires Treasury approval — con- 
forms to the 35 per cent celling lald 
down by the Treasury as 2 pay rise. 
It offers an average basic-wage in- 
crease of 18 per cent, plus 10.5 per 
cent for cost-of-Hving allowance, four 
per cent for “wage creep" and 2.5 
per cent for certain fringe benefits. 

Under Mr. Meshel's scheme, the 
present 10 grades will be replaced 
with nine, with basic wages ranging 
from IL600 at the bottom to IL1,670 
in the top grade. (The present scale 
ranges from 11520 to IL1,207.1 

The new schedule should be opera- 
tive from April 1. A five per cent 
smaller rise is authorized retro- 
actively for the last fiscel year. 

The new increase is not an even 
18 per cent across the board hut is 
fhigher in the top grades and lower 
at the bottom, according to the Civil 
Service Commission. This is to the 
engineers’ liking, since no one works 
in the three lowest grades. 

The engineers’ original demand 
had been for a top IL2,200 a month 


base wage, which they later modi- 
fied to 1L1,900. Mr. Meshel’s top 
figure is IL1,670, but he says he 
will rule next year whether a 10th 
grade should be added at the top. 
Mr. Meshel told reporters yester- 
day he belleved the 35 per cent 
framework -- which includes the 
cost-of-living allowance — conforms 
to the general trend of wage in- 
creases and should not set off a 


mew set of wage demands in other 


professions. 

Civil Service Commission officials 
concur, at least as far as the Civil 
Servants' Union is concerned.

Last-minute bid 
to avert strike 
of academics

TEL AVIV. — Representatives of 
10,000 academics were closeted with 
Government officilats ἰδὲ last night 
at Histadrut headquarters here in 
a last-minute try at heading off 
this morping’s scheduled strike of 
the Union of Graduates in the 
Sclences and Humanites. 

From the friendly atmosphere of 
the talks, held In the offices of His- 
tadrut Trade Union Department 
chief Uriel Abrahamowicz, cbservers 
did not expect the academics to 
carry out their strike threat. 

During the talks Civil Service 
Commissioner Ya'acov Nitzan and 
Treasury wage desk chief Ephraim 
Jermans told the Union leadership 
the Government could only offer the 
academics the same overall 35 per 
cent increase they were authorized 
to give the engineers. The academi- 
clans had been promised six weeks 
ago by Finance Minister Pinhas 
Sapir that their new wage schedule 
would ‘be linked to that being pre- 
pared for the engineers by Histadrut 
Deputy Secretary-General Yeruham 
“Meshel. 

However, Graduates Union head 
Mordecha! Gani maintained that the 
academics had 20 specific wage de- 
mands which the Meshel proposal 
did not cover. He noted, for example, 
the problems of degree-holding em- 
Ployees transferred from the Unified 
Pay Scale to the ‘special scale for 
academics. In addition, the Meshel 
Proposal provides little wage rise in 
the lowest grades, where there are 
many academics but few engineers. 


Amisragas 
staff strikes

‘Nothing secret’ 
about wages in 
Comptroller’s 
Office

‘There was nothing secret about 
the wage rise given to the State 
Comptroller's steif, according to ἃ 
statement from his office issued yes- 
terday. 

(They have been granted IL100- 
Tu160 a month over and above 
what other civil servants are going 
to weceive after current negotia- 
tions are concluded. This informa- 
tion was not generally known, un- 
til dt was leaked to a newspaper 
earlier this month.) 

The spokesman of the State 
Comptroller's Office reports that the 
wage negotiations were held with 
an ad hoc committee on the work- 
ers’ side, nominated by Uriel Abra- 
hamowicz, head of the Histadrut’s 
Trade Union De; It was 
made up of the Civil Servants 
Union, ithe Professional Workers 
Union, the Lawyers’ Union and rep- 
resentatives of the Tel Aviv La- 
bour Council and the works com- 
mittee in ‘the Comptrolier’s Office. 

‘The final wage agreement was 
approved by the Kmesset Finance 
Committee and signed by ‘the Civil 
Servants Union and the Profes- 
sional Workers Union, as well as 
by the works committee. 

Wage benefits are retroactive to 
September 22, 1971, the date when 
the Public Complaints Bureau (the 
Ombudsman} was iostalied as an 
extra function of the Comptroller's 
Office. 

Staff members won frst rights 
to jobs in the Ombudsman's depart- 
ment — though the State Comptrol- 
ler retains the privilege of fixing 
the qualificattons required for each 
post. 

The spokesman stressed that em- 
ployees of the Cffice are subject to 
regulations conceming “moonlight- 
ing" and employment after leaving 
the service more stringent than 
‘those which apply to other officials 
in the Government's employ.

T.A. to expand 
itsonly 
old-age home

TEL AVIV. — Tel Aviv’s sole mu- 
aicipal home for the aged will be 
expanded, the City spokesman an- 
nounced yesterday. But this won't 
ge very far in solving the growing 
problem of the homeless aged. The 
present old-age home, in the Givat 
Hashlosha area of Petah Tikva, has 
440. beds. Plans are to increase 
the capacity by 120. 


Work on the expansion has al- 
ready started, but the City says 
the increase is inadequate and will 
ποῖ solve the growing need for old- 
age homes here. Of this institu- 
tion's 440 places, 250 are reserved 
for the bedridden, and 80 more of 
the home's residents are under 
cursing care. The City would like 
to see the chronically i trans- 
ferred to the care of the Ministry 
of Health so as to make more places 
available for senior citizens who 
are healthy but have no place to 
live. 


The City points out that Tel 
Αννα population is getting older 
and that the number of the needy 
among the elderly is high. They 
are often not cared for by their 
next of kin and find it hard to 
subsist on their tiny National In- 
surance pensions. Most of these 
people cannot meet the costs of 
“golden age homes,” and even if 
they could there is very Uttle place 
available. They apply for admission 
to the municipal old-age home, 
but they have to be turned down 
for lack of space.

‘Tow truckers strikes 
rap new police policy

TEL AVIV. — Some 300 tow truck 
operators throughout the _ country 
went on strike resterday claiming 
the police had granted a monopoly 
for towing cars wrecked in road 
accidents to one company — the 
Magor towlng and road service.

sociation (1.G.A.), say Magor — 
which is not a member of the 1.0.4. 
— does not have enough trucks to 
cope with the work, Some 30 
vehicles have to be towed daily be- 
cause of accidents, and Magor has 
only two tow trucks, LG.A. offictais 
say.

Man guilty

AFULA. — A man whose 16-year- 
old son was involved in a fatal road 
accldent after taking the family car 
without permission was held res- 
ponsible by a magistrate here yes- 
terday for the victim's death.

The incident occurred in Novem- 
ber 1970, when Mr. Kaufman in- 
advertently left his keys in the 
ignition of the car, which was 
parked outside his home.

SAIGON. — The Communist alde 
failed yesterday to hand over to the 
U.S. a list of the next group of 
American prisoners scheduled for 
release this week in North and 
South Vietnam, or to fix a specific 
day, time and places, U.S. spokes- 
men said. 

There was no official reason given. 
But the Communist side was em- 
bittered by rock-throwing, banner- 
waving, shouting mobs of South 
Vietnamese numbering in the hun- 
dreds who attacked North Viet- 
mamese compounds In the northern 
cities of Hue and Da Nang In dem- 
onstrations that apparently were 
sanctioned tacitly by the Saigon 
government but got out of hand. 

Seven North Vietmamese repre- 
sentatives of the four-party Joint 
Military Commission and two South 
Vietnamese policemen were reported 
injured. The chief spokesman for the 
North Vietnamese delegation, Bui 
Tin, sald four of the Communist 
delegates were seriously wounded tn 
the Hue demonstration. 

In Da Nang, two North Vietnam- 
ese delegates and a South Viet- 
namese policeman were injured, none 
of them seriously, U.S. sources re- 
ported. The Communist representa- 
tives took cover in their buildings. 
There was no damage reported to 
the buildings in Da Nang. 

The demonstrators waved banners 
and shouted anti-Communist slogana 
such as “Down with Communists” 
and “North Vietnamese and Vietcong 
go home.” 

The representatives of South Viet- 
mam and the U.S. met with officials 
of North Vietnam and the Vietcong 
for two hours yesterday but did not 
reach an agreement on the further 
exchange of prisoners of war.

WASHINGTON (AP). — Just re- 
leased government documents reveal 
‘the close collaboration between U.S. 
intelligence officers and Ho Chi 
‘Minh’s Vietram guerrillas egainet 
the Japanese during the closing 
days of World War Τί. 

The documents, describing train- 
ing and joint military operations 
of the U.S. Office of Strategic Ser- 
vices' “deer mission" with Ho's 
forces in July, August and Septem- 
ber, 1945, were made public on Sa- 
turday by the Senate foreign rela- 
tlons committee after being declas- 
sified. 

They deal with the OSS team 
parachuting into ithe North Viet- 
mamese jungle with dostructions to 
Umk up with Ho's forces to ὑπ- 
berdict Japanese Hnes of communai- 
cations and work with guerrilla 
forces near Hanoi, 

The documents show the strongly 
sympathetic att?tude of the Americans 
toward Ho amd his Vietminh move- 
ment. They describe Ho's intensely 
expressed hopes that his American 
allies would help stave off French 
colonial re-occupation of Vietnam. 

In_a report, Maj. Allison King, 
the ‘Deer Mission's commander, ad- 
vised his superiors: “Forget the 
Communist bogy (sic), VML (the

Six of those are in the Central 
Highlands. 

Radio Hanoi yesterday accused 
the U.S. of stalling in removing 
mines from North Vietnamese 
waters. The broadcast also accused 
the U.S. of providing insufficient de- 
tails to truce inspectors to deter- 
mine whether it 15 meeting its troop 
withdrawal pledges. 

Radio Hanol branded “unaccept- 
able” the handing over of American 
mititary bazes to South Vietnamese 
forces just ahead of the cease-fire.

Cambodian unit 
defects to 
Communists 


PHNOM PENH {AP}. — A battalion 
of government troops garrisoned at 
the besieged Cambodlan district town 
of Tram Khnar defected to the 
Khmer Communists several days be- 
fore they attacked the outpost last 
‘Tuesday, soldiers In the fleld sald 
yesterday. 

It was the first report of defection 
on such a scale in Cambodia's three- 
year-old war. 

The soldiers said the battalion, 
composed mostly of Sonth Viet- 
mamese born and trained Khmer 
Krom, was bitter about the army's 
failure to pay it for the last four 
months and now was fighting along- 
side Khmer Eouge guerrillas. 

“We saw them waving their hands 
to us and we recognized them very 
well,” said one Government soldier 
on the front line south of Phnom 
Penh on Highway 3. “We captured 
several of them. They told us their 
morale was very low.” 

The battalion's defection was the 
latest episode in a series of soldiers’ 
protests In many parts of Cambodia 
over lack of pay and insufficleat 
food and clothing, coupled with a 20 
to 30 per cent rise in commodity 
prices. 

On February 17, the highly re- 
garded first shock battalion drove 
into Phnom Penh and staged a 
sit-iown strike fully armed with ri- 
fles and bazookas at the main gate 
of the presidential palace to protest, 
they said, going three months with- 
out pay. 

The fighting at Tram Khnar, 43 
km. south of Phnom Penh, con- 
tinued on Saturday, with the Com- 
munists controlling a 6 km. stretch 
of Highway 3. 

Two outposts north of the town 
reportedly have been lost since 
fighting began on Tuesday.

US. P.o.W.s tell of struggle 


to survive on 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI). — Ac- 
cording to some American prisoners 
of war in Indochina, life was a daily 
struggle to survive on a meagre 
diet of rice and pork fat and a 
rare titbit of meat from elephants, 
tigers and monkeys shot in the 
jungles where maiaria-carrying mos- 
quitoes thrived. 

The falling of American bombs 
brought occasional sharp interrup- 
tions ‘to the mind-numbing tedium 
of being locked in small wooden 
cages and trotted out to listen to 
propaganda, broadcasts by North 
Vietcong’s Radio Liberation. 

When U.S. bombing got too ac- 
curate, the monotony was broken 
with a forced march to another 
location where the guards might 
“allow” the prisoners to build their 
own cages or dig their own under- 
ground bunkers. 


These are the images drawn from 
the little that has been said by a 
handful of returnees in public ap- 
pearances carefully managed by the 
Pentagon. The detailed pictures, offi- 
ciats have sald, will have to wait 
until the last of ‘the American ser- 
vicemen are home. 

“So explosive would be the full 
story,” sald one prisoner, “that 
more graphic desoripiions of their 
treatment could jeopardize ‘the fu- 
ture liberation of American P.O. W.s." 

“It will be a shock to the people 
of the U.S. when everyone is back 
and can tell τὰ like ἀξ was,” said 
Captain Mark Smith. 

The stories of men in Southern 
prison camps disclosed wi 
malaria and poor medical treat- 
ment. 

The prisoners were kept én small 
wooden cages, the metting that was 
their only protection from swarms 
of malaria-carrying mosquitoes ¢aken 
from them, said Army Capt. George 
Wanat, who was held captive for 
18 months. 

One P.o.W., Army Sgt, Ken Wal- 
lingford, said he had been kept in 
a cage with a 3-m. chain locked 
to his ankle most of the 19 months 
of his internment, 

The dtet mever varied: rice and 
bits of pork fat. Sometimes the 
prisoners would he ‘treated ito bard- 
to-come-by vegetables and on rare 
occasions pieces οὔ. meat from mon- 
keys, elephants and tigers shot in 
the dark. 

Some spent the time making straw 
brooms, a few became deeply reli- 
gicus and a small number composed 


Afterwards, there were perades 
and «elebrations. Thomas reported 
“the Vietminh did everything to 
make our stay as pleasant as pos- 
sible for us.” 

After the Japanese surrender, Ho 
sought to establish the authonity of 
his government throughout Vietnam. 
He was also seeking to negotiate 
with the French for independence. 

American policy was beginning to 
veer from an attitude of wartime 
sympathy for Ho and his cause to- 
ward full military support of the 
French. The admonttions of the OSS

BELFAST (AP), — A 10-year-old 
I boy died in a Londonderry hospital 
yesterday after his legs were blown 
off in the explosion of a Jandmine 
apparently planted as an ambush 
for British troops. 

Gordon Gallagher was playing 
with friends near his home in the 
Roman Catholic Creggan district of 
Londonderry, an irish Republican 
Army stronghold. 

Residents said the boy either 
stepped on the mine or tripped over 
wires attached to it . He was rushed 
to hospital for emergency surgery. 

An army patrol which went to 
the scene was attacked by a crowd 
of 300 Catholics hurling bricks and 
bottles. Troops fired rubber bullets 
to disperse them. 

The soldiers later defused another 
mine found in the same area. 

“Both mines clearly were planted 
by the LR.A. as an ambush for our 
patrols,” an army spokesman said. 
“It is a ghastly example of com- 
plete disregard for human life.”

— Premier Jack 
Lynch is now in a neck-and-neck 
race against the combined opposi- 
tion parties In Wednesday's general 
lection, spokesmen for government 
and opposition parties agreed yes- 
terday. 

More than 1.7 million Irish will 
vote on Wednesday to elect a new 
1it-seat Dail (parliament), the 20th 
since independence. 

Both government and opposition 
£pokesmen said the early lead of 
Mr, Lynch's Fianna Fail party had 
been eroded in the campaign. 

“It is wide open at the moment — 
it can go either way," a Fianna Fall 
party organizer said.

FBI shoot man 
who threw 
grenade into 
agent’s home 


UTICA, New York (AP). -—— A de- 
fendant In an extortion case was 
eritically wounded while evading 
arrest after a prenade had been 
thrown into an FBI agent's home 
on Saturday night, the FBI said. 
The grenade did not explode. 

The wounded man was identified 
by the FBI as Louis Charles King, 
48, of Marcy, New York, a de- 
fendant in a loansharking-extortion 
case that went to trial in the U.S.

John Burns of Albany FBI said 
King was wounded in a gun battle 
in a mote] parking lot, and he was 
later charged with assaulting a 
federal officer. 

Burns said the FBI had recelved a 
report from the New York state 
Police “indicating that an unknown 
hoodlum from the Utica area had 
obtained some handgrenades and 
planned to throw them into the home 
of an FBI agent.” 

FEI agents and state troopers 
evacuated the family of agent Lewis 
Kelly from his Utica home and 
staked out the residence. 

A man threw a handgrenade 
through the front living room win- 
dow, Burns said, “The individual 
resisted -arrest and several shots 
were fired as he fied the scene,” the 
FBI statement said.

He thinks no- 
thing of making ἃ round trip of 
18,000 miles to debate reform of 
criminal law in the Lords — he 
thinks he owes this to that cub 
crime reporter still locked Inside 
him. A busy, busy lord indeed. 

He describes himself as 8 pro- 
fessional optimist. “I'm a professor 
of internationa) relations — which 
means I'm paid to be optimistic.” 

There is ground for optimism, he 
belleves, in the results of President 
Nixon's trips to Peking and 
Moscow, the ending of the Vietnam 
War, the Salt talks, the intra- 
German meetings. He maintains 
that humanity has taken a long. 
tortuous road to get where It has 
— a lot of trouble would have been 
avoided if only Truman had told

the Potsdam meeting in 1945. 


Rehearsal for doomsday 


“We should have given the 
Russians a copy of the Smythe 
Report," he declares, “It took a re- 
hearsal for doomsday in Cuba to 
make men realize that the nuclear 
bomb is not a weapon of war. Now 
there can never be a nuclear war 
by policy, only by mistake. 
It would have been much better to 
have invited the Rugsians to enter 
the club right away, Technologi- 
cally, war has become a travesty. 
It's Hke an eagle trying to kill a 
flea. Nuclear bombs can't beat de- 
termined guerrilla movements, 
where the guerrillas can just merge 
into the population. 

Is not one of the great factors 
leading to the U.S,-U.S.S.R. accord 
the failure of Soviet agriculture, 
for which we must thank Lysenko 
and Stalln?

Majority views which emerged 
were that television should be 
“cleaned up," principally by reduc- 
ing the incidence of swearing and 
blasphemy; that sex before mar- 
lage should be confined to engag- 
ed couples; and that pornographic 
literature should be sold only under 
the counter — it should not be 
publicly displayed. 

The poll showed that nudity in 
movies, on stage, in newspapers or 
magazines aroused little censorious 
passion, But television viewers were 
almost equally divided on whether 
it should be allowed on the small 
screen in the home. 

About one In five men favoured 
“gex for the fun of it,” but 55 per 
cent of all those questioned said 
Pre-marital sex was ‘acceptable 
only if the couple were formally 
engaged — going steady, planning 
to wed or being “realiy in love” 
were not sufficient reasons. 

Thirty-three per cent upheld the 
view that couples should be vir- 
gins when they marry.

protectioniam. In deference to the 
Government's decision, Tourism Min- 
ister Moshe Kol avoids referring to 
the issue in public; ‘but he con- 
tinues to believe that the income 
from the increased tourism stem- 
ming from charter flights would 
cover a handsome subsidy to ἘΠ Al 
and still leave a sizeable sum over. 
for the use of the entire tourist in- 
frastructure. . 

Unless the overall tourism picture 
in Israel improves, the Government is 
likely to face increasing pressure to 
permit charters, ‘and the availability 
of Atarot airport could serve to 
strengthen the argument of those 
who claim that the country's tour- 
ist potential is not being adequate- 
ly exploited. 

Scheduled airlines flying to Israel 
are not considering the use of Ata- 
rot at present since this would in- 
wolve a political decision they are 
not yet prepared to face. ΕἸ Al, 
which flies nothing smaller than a 
Boeing 707, cannot land there — ex- 
cept in an emergency pending 
completion of the second and final 
stage of expansion at some future 
‘date. Atarot could serve as an al- 
ternative landing ground for the 
707s in case of inclement weather 
over Lod, when the aircraft is at 
the end of an oversees flight, with 
most of its fuel expended. But there 
has mot been such bad weather for 
more than five years. 

No date has been set for work to 
begin on the second phase of Ata- 
rot’s expansion. This calls for a fur- 
ther 500 m. eastward extension, and 
would involve either.re-routing part 
of the Jerusalem-Ramalla highway 
— now a mere 100 τῇ. from the end 
of the runway — or building a tun- 
nel under the strip. 


TERMINAL TO BEMAIN 

‘The favoured alternative would 
be to divert the highway to run 
west ofthe airport instead of skirt- 
ing it on the east, as at present. 
This would take the main thorough- 
fare right past the terminal buiid- 
ing, and have the added advantage 
of running past the new Atarot in- 
dustrial zone now being built be- 
tween the highway and the airport. 
The present side road to the zone 
and the ‘airport, a few hundred 
metres farther on, is in any case 
badly in need of repair and widen- 
ing. 
᾿ For the present, Arida planes en- 
gaged in agricultural work and the 
Air Force appear to be Atarot’s 
cenly steady clients, and there are 
no plans to enlarge the terminal 
building.
